Feared Baltic Squadron Might Have
Been Detained at Vigo.

8t. Peteraburg, Nov, 1L.—The four of-
ficers detached from the Baltle squad-
ron to testify regarding the North sea
affalr ure expected to reach St Peters-
burg In two days. 1t s hoped they will
be able to throw clear light on the
mysterious Incident,

The news of the departure of Ad-
miral Rojestvensky and his ships from
Vigo has considerably relleved the tens
sion here. The great mass of Russians
are quite suspicious of Great Britain's
move, as Britons are of Russia’s pur-
poses, und there has been much appre-
hension here that Great Britain might
use the trawler Incident ns a pretext
for detalning the Baltic squadron. This
apprehension (8 now largely allayed,
though fears are expressed In some
quarters that further complications
muy arise before the fleet gets through
the Suez canal or around the Cape of
Good Hope.

FEW HOPS 80LD.

Twelve Thousand Bales Will Cover
Crops Now in Farmers' Hands.

Dallas, Ore., Nov. L—The 1804 hop
crop I8 about all sold. Well-Informed
dealers agree that the number of
bales still in the hands of the farm-
ers at the present time does not ex-
ceed 12,000, and that most of these
hops are on the east side of the Wil-
lamette river. Practically everything
in the Independence district has been
cleaned up, and only two crops remain
unsold in the Dallas distriet, The
number of bales remaining unsold In
the entire county will not exceed 800,
Present prospects point to a large in-
crease In the hop acreage next year,
Bome indieations of the craxe for hop-
growing ls shown In the strong demand
that exists for hop roots. Ordinarily
these can be bought for $4.60 per
thousand, but the urgent Inquiry this
year has caused growers to advance
the price to 310 per thousand. Even
at a cent aplece the big growers say
they have more ordérs than they care

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CALIFORNIA AIRSHIP MAKES
SECOND SUCCESSFUL FLIGHT.

Navigator Rises to Height of 1800 Feet,
and Today Will Undertake Trip
Over Designated Course.,

8t Louls, Nov. 1.—A second success-
ful flight by the Balwin alrship was
made at the world's fair today un-
der the guldance of Roy A. Knaben-
shue, who piloted the Callfornia Ar-
row over the western portion of the
expodition grounds and descended Lo
the stadlum adjoining the aeral
course, amid the cheering of thou-
sands, after a fight of 38 minutes
Knabenshue took the alr-
ship to a helght of 2000 feet and de-
#cended within 100 feet of the start-
Ing point. Today he went to an al-
titude of 1600 feet, and, after .direct-
ing the course of the aerial vessel at
will, descended to the exact spot up-
on which he had declded to land
